WOULD CREATE NEW 
FEDERAL COMMISSION 


New National Policy Laid 
Down in Measure Drafted 
After Two Months of 


Hearings. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Plic- 
ing the entire burden and cost 
upon the Federal Government and 
carrying an appropriation of $473,- 
000,000,'a flood-control bill was 
presented to the House today by its 
Flood-Control Committee. 

The measure, which was drafted 
by Chairman Reid of Illinois, was 
approved in committee by a vote of 
11 to 6, with one member not 
voting. 

The bill diverges sharply from 
the plan prepared by Major-Gen- 
eral Jadwin, chief of army engi- 
neers, and recommended to Con- 
gress, by President Coolidge, which 
proposed the expenditure of $296,- 
400,000 for the project and called 
on the Miccissippi Valley states to 
contribute 20 per cent of the ex- 
pense. ¢ 

The measure, framed after 
months of hearings, would set up a 
new governmental agency to ac- 
complish the task. This agency 
would be designated as the Missis- 
sippi Valley Flood Control Commis- 
sion and would be composed of 
seven members, including four 
prominent civilian engineers and 
sacientists, to be appointed by the 
President. 

Would Replace Commission. 

The commission, which would 
be similar to the. Panama Canal 
Commission formed by President 
Roosevelt, would replace the pres- 
ent Mississippi River Commission. 

It also would take the authority 
of supervision of the work from 
the chief of the army engineers, 
but at the completion of the pro- 
ject the commission would turn its 
records and property back to the 
engineer chief. 


In placing the whole cost of the 
project on the Government, the 
bili differs sharply from the Jad- 
win plan, which called for a 20 per 
cent contribution from the Valley 
States. The measure states spécifi- 
cally that the work shall be done 
“without local contribution,” and 
authorizés the Government to bear 
the entire expense of purchasing 
and indemnifying the property on 
which levees, spillways, floodways 
and other control works are to be 
built. This cost is placed upon the 
states in the Jadwin plan and was 
one of the chief targets of its op- 
ponents on the ground that it 
would amount to more than $100,- 
000,000. 


From Cape Girardean to Gulf. 

The measure does not designate 
any specific engineering method, 
but says that “the flood waters of 
the Mississippi shall be confined, 
controlled, regulated and carried 
safely through flood contrgl work 
from Capt Girardeau, M to the 
Gulf of Mexico.” 


It also designates certain flood 
heights on the river’ which should 
be regarded as the maximum rise 
of the waters, fixing 19 feet for the 
Carrollton gauge at New Orleans, 
58 feet at Arkansas City, Ark., and 
54 feet at Cairo, I). 

For controlling the Mississipp! 
tributaries, the measure author- 
ize sthe President to “proceed at 
once to cause the investigation and 
study”’ of all watersheds within 
the Mississippi basin: “producing 
floods destructive to life and prop- 
erty.” Reports on these studies 
would: be transmitted to Congress 
as soon as they are completed. 

The reports, the bill stated. 
would contain “the extent and 
ycharacter of the area to be affect- 
ed by the proposed improvement, 
the probable effect upon any nay- 
igable water or waterway, the pos- 
sible economical development and 
utilization of water power, what 
Federal interest, if any, is involved 
in the proposed improvement, and 
what share, if any, sholud be borne 
by the United States.”

Street Cars Go Slower and Slower,

Though surface transportation 
becomes slower every year, no one 
at the city hall seems ot want rapid 
transit. That is the conclusion of 
Aiderman Samuel L. Wimer, head 
of the Special Rapid Transit Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, 
and who would try to make a start 
toward city-owned subways if any- 
body else at the city hall would 
help. His views were set forth in 
a statement to the public issued by 
him today. 

“So far,’ said Wimer 
“it’s all been cold water. The 
Mayor and Comptroller tell me, 
every time I go to them, that there 
is no money for expenses of a Rap- 
id Transit Commission. 

‘We need to have the Legislature 
do two things. ‘There will be a 
Legislature elected next fall, to 
meet’ at the beginning of 1929. If 
a program, properly backed up, 
were presented, it might go over, 
and not fail as it did last time. 

“There must be an enabling act, 
awassed by the Legislature, to per- 


today, 


mit ‘the financing of subway con-j 


struction by taking benefited areas. 
The Legislature also should ‘au- 
thorize long-term bonds, probably 
for 50 years, instead of th< present 
20-year limit. 

“The last proposal for an-«en- 
abling act provided that the spe- 
cial tax against the benefited area 
might be as high as 40 per cent 
of the added value estimated to 
result from the improvement. That 
was thought to be too high. In 
the next bill it should be made not 
more than 20 per cent, and per- 
haps 15 or 10 per cent. 

“Since C, E. Smith left the city 
nearly two months ago there has 
been hardly a whisper about rapid 
transit. He was the spark plug of 
the movement.’’ 


Wimer submitted a proposal to 
the aldermen last February for 
creation of a Rapid Transit Com- 
mission. He estimates that a cur- 
sory survey would take’ $10,000, 
while a thorough and authorita- 
tive report on the situation could 
be made at a cost of $50,000 to 
$75,000. The Mayor and Comptrol- 
ler have told him the city has no 
funds for any inquiry.

The Royal Spanish Academy 
Prize, which is given once in five 
years, has been awarded to “Black 
Valley.” In 1926 the Argentine 
Government elected Hugo Wast a 
member of its Academy of Phil- 
osophy and Letters; and last year 
the author’s novel, “Stone Desert,” 
soon to be published in the United 
States, won the Grand Argentine 
National Prize—3$30,000. 

“Hugo Wast'’s” real name is 
Gustavo Martinez-Zuviria. The 
nom de plume, an anagram from 
his first name Gustavo, was adopt- 
ed early in his career when he 
feared that his literary activities 
might discredit his reputation as a 
lawyer. 

Hugo Wast’s early work was 
ignored in hostile silence by the 
critics, refused by publishers, the 
center of literary storms as each 
new hard-won bit of recognition 
was accorded him. Of necessity, 
he became his own publisher when 
his first novels were refused, and 
he still continues this arrangement, 
spending each winter putting the 
new book through the press, and 
reprinting his other works which 
go into edition after edition. Mr. 
Wast estimates that more than a 
million copies of his 20 novels have 
been sold, averaging about 50,000 
or 60,000 a year. He has managed 
the promotion of his books him- 
self, without the aid of literary 
groups, although the critics are 
now won over and recognize him 
as their first realistic writer in the 
argentine idiom.

more important than heredity., 

Only a month @go Dr. Frank N. 
Freeman of the University of Chi- 
cago reported - a most interesting 
experiment to the American Psy- 
chological Association. Four hun- 
dred little children were taken 
from undesirable surroundings and 
placed in good homes, A large 
percentage of the fathers and 
mothers were mental and moral de- 
fectives. In spite of their bad start 
in life, children placed in -good 
homes gained on an average 10 
points in their intelligence quotient.
